MAKING THE TWO ENDS MEET. 



The country iti to uo eongrutulated. The 
Government arc niakiu;,' nn earnest effort 
to bring tbo two ends of the linancial 
string — revenuo and oxponditiiro— toge- 
ther. Tho effort has proved an unsolved 
problem to successive Governmouts since 
Confederation. Mr. McCreight was balk- 
ed in his oftbrts by an extravagant Chief 
Commissioner. Mr. DeCosmos pretondod 
to economize by deferring the payment of 
accounts till after tho close of tho fiscal 
year. And Mr. Walkem sowed nioney 
broadcast in the delusivo hope that it 
would take root and reproduco itself ton- 
fold. Tho crushing legacy of debt which 
tho Government of Mr. Walkem left Mr. 
Elliott's Government to moot is too well 
known to roquiro more than passing re- 
ference hero. Mr. Humphreys' financial 
statoment, published in May, 187G, show- 
ed that tho onormous deficit of §573,000 
had beon created in los3 than two years; 
thut tho annual subsidy from Canada hail 
been reduced §12,000 to pay tho interest 
duo on frequent advances; that the Pro- 
vincial debentures were in pawn to tho 
bank and private capitalists; that tho Can- 
adian subsidy had boon "soaked" at Otta- 
wa to seouro a loan of §150,000. To pay 
the demands whioh this indebtedness on- 
forood, to meot ourront expenditure and 
finish tho stupendous contracts that the 
"Walkomites loft unfinished, was a difficult 
task to sot for mou who came new to the 
duties of an administrative lifo. But thoy 
bave accomplished tho task. They havo 
restored tho credit of tbo country, liqui- 
dated all just claims, and coutidoutly an- 
ticipate that thoy will shortly meot tho 
Houso with a surplus of revenue over ex- 
penditure To attain this result, wo aro 
glad to perceive from tho Estimates bo- 
f oro us, that tbo Governmont have insti- 
tuted a system of economy. Beginning 
with their own salaries, whioh aro consi- 
derably reduced, thoy havo gono through 
tho departments and lopped off every offi- 
cial who could be dispensed with without 
injury to tho public service. Thoy havo re- 
duced salaries iu somo instances whore 
tho person employed is not required to 
devote his whole timo to the discharge of 
pubiio duties. In ono or two cases 
where the pay was considered too low 
thoro has been a slight increase; but tho 
scope and tendency of tho Estimates is 
Retrenchment. 

The aggregate of tho vote required to 
meot oivil salarios is §53,695, against 
§53,083 voted iu 1875— a reduction of 
§612; but it will be soon on reference to 
tho Estimates that there has been added 
to the Provincial Secretary's Department 
a Miniug Branch, which will involve na 
outlay for salaries of §57G0. This branch 
is rendered ntccssary by tho desire of the 
Government to provide moans for the pro- 
tection of the lives and property of zoixl 
minors and to advance the development of 
-p»rtz mining iutorests— two very worthy 
object*), iu .-° t w anco of which oven tho 
Opposi ion wilhicquiesco. Last year §180 
was voted for . tho EegiRtrar-GononU'a 
olork— a reduction of §720. This year tho 
Government propose to increase that sala- 
ry to §600, a sum insnflieiont iu itsolf, 
but as large as the Provinco eau well af- 
ford to pay, and §000 less than the late 
Government paid for tho samo sosyico. In 
tho printing branch there is a slight 
crease. In tho Government assay offinoun 
ooonomy is effected of §1200 by tho amal 
gamation of tho offices of assayer and 
molter. In tho lunatic asylum the snlaries 
of the keepers will bo equalized and a 
saving of §120 a year effected. At Koote 
nay tho item of Constable (§1-104) is sav- 
ed, the coutinuanco of that official being 
deemed unnecessary. Tho salary of tho 
constable and colloctor on LightniDg 
Creek is reduced to §600, u saving of 
§852. Tho salary of the assistant consta- 
blo at McDamo Creek is reduced from 
§1500 to §750; and that of the constable 
at Stickeon River §1500 to §1200. Tho 
constable at Yalo patriotically surrenders 
, §600 out of §900; and a constable is pro- 
vided for the town of Lytton at a cost of 
§300. Okanagan also gets a constable at 
a salary of §240, and an extra convict 
guard (§720) is asked for Nanaimo. It 
may bo as well to state that in reducing 
the salaries of constables in somo of tho 
smaller towns the Government intend to 
follow tho practice in Eastern Canada, 
where country constables aie general- 
ly appointed from tradesmen who ordina- 
rily attend to their own dutios, but aro 
ready to act as constables when called on. 
In tho items under tho head of Adminis 
tration of Justic; thero is a small saving, 
while Police and Gaols are increased by 
§700 to moot tho expenditure for spoeial 
constables and transport of prisoners. 
'There is an increase of §1120 under the 
head of Rovoniio Services. This augmen- 
tation is duo to the increase of population 
and taiublo property, which necessitates 
additional clerk-al help. In tho matter of 
the Lunatic Asylum thero is an eeouomy 
ot §1030. Under tho head of Charitable 
Allowances Nanaimo is given §1500 for a 
hospital (an increase of §500), and Cus- 
siar is donated §1000 towards tho erection 

minor may bolroaTecV.'" fn"a"id"of District 
Schools §46,000 is asked, the same as 
tho vote of last year. It will be for tho 
Houso to consider whether or not Iho freo 
educational institutions of tho country, 
which absorb moro thau ten per cent, of 
the current rovouuo, are not too gro.it a 
lax on tho country's resources. High 
schools are good and noble institutions, 
truly; so is a polytechnic institute, agoo'- 
logical museum, a homo for tho indigent, 
a reformatory, or au inobriato asylum— 
none of which exist hero. We do not ad- 
vocate tho abolishment of tho established 
high school, but wo cortninlv thick that a 
small fee would bo oheerfully paid by the 
parents of scholars who desiro the benefit 
of instruction thereat. Surveys through- 
out the Provinco are cut down to §3000. 
Three hundred dollars are saved in the 
item of rent, while freight on remittances 
and travelling expenses of officors mi 
duty show a decrease of §200. Tho §2500 
item of aid to immigrants loses §500; and 
interest on lo.ius raised to meot tho over- 
expenditure of Walkom & Co. will require 
§65,935. Under tho heading of works 
and Buildings thero is a roduotion of §28, 
328. Government Houso requires §3450, 
an inoreas-o of §500, necessitated by re' 
- pair.-. In Roads, Streets and Bridges 
there is a docrenso of §287,500 ou tho vote 
of 1876; but as §263,360 of the 
liabilities of 1875 was included 
in tho vole of that year the reduction is 
more apparent than real. It is proposed 
to expend §45,000 on the Cariboo wagoii- 
roml and to complete theVictoria-jNanaimo 



wagon-road at a cost of §6,000. In Mis- 
cellaneous Services there is an increase of 
§12,100, and a decrease of §1,250 in the 
allowances to Municipalities. 

Tho total amount askod for the year is 
§524,009.50. For 1877 there was asked 
§627,732.50. Tho actual decreaso being 
§103,723. In 1875 tho revenuo was only 
§346,481, but the Government of tho day 
obtained authority to expend §733,930, 
and actually did oxpeud nearly §900,000. 
Iu 1S7G tho Government asked §714,427, 
of which amount §263,360 wns required to 
moot tho ovur expenditure of their pre- 
decessors. Tha rovonuo for 1877 was 
§400,894. Tho estimated revenue of the 
current yoar is §445,000, a gratifying iu- 
ci ease, of whioh wo shall have moro to 
say. Tho two ends of tho lino aro coming 
together — slowly, to bo sure; but with tho 
exorcise of tho qualities of prudence, 
foresight and economy, which tho present 
Financo Minister has developed to a 
gratifying degroo, it is reasonablo to hope 
thut beforo the lapso of another twolvo 
month tho disngroeablo duty of having to 
announco a deficit will be at an end.

ATTACKS ON ENGLISH JUDGES. 



MR. WALKEM ON EDUCATION. 



Tho speoob dolivered by tlio leader of 
tho Opposition on the motion for the 
second reading of Mr. R. Smith's Educa- 
tion Bill was one of thoso discursive and 
illogical efforts to which the House has 
beeomo painfully accustomed from that 
qnrr ter. The hen. gentleman having first 
admitted that he was entirely ut a loss to 
know why tho oxistiug school system is 
n nuy way imperfect, forthwith, without 
evi'ienoo and without reason, proceeded 
to attack the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion in a most undignified manner for 
ovory irregularity and failure that has 
taken place throughout tho country 
educational and scholastic matters. This, 
contend, was unjustifiable. In tho 
absence of one jot or tittle of evidence to 
fiiston any dereliction of duty on tho 
Superintendent, and without an opinion 
oxprossod that ho is not qualified to fill 
tho position he holds, tho leader of the 
Opposition rushed into such language 
this — wo quoto from his own synopsis 
handed to tho Standard — "Lot us placo a 
competent gontlemau at the head of edu- 
cation — a gentleman conversant with tho 
rules of grammar." Tho lion, gentleman 
having taken this leap in the dark, pro- 
ceeded to render Iuh position moro absurd 
by asking tho House to place tho depart- 
ment of education under control of tho 
Provincial Secrotury, making that minis- 
ter responsible to tho Houso and country 
for failure or succoss. Tho Provincial 
Secretary, as everybody knows, happens 
on this occasion to bo tho Hon. Mr. 
Elliott, a gentleman the sapient loader of 
tho Opposition has, at every available 
opportunity, abused in language which 
would onlv find its counterpart iu White- 
ohapol. Tho Provincial Secrotaty, Mr. 
Elliott, has hithorto beon «*jlod by him 
tho most incompetent, the most corrupt, 
■Snd tho most ignorant minister ever 
breathing tueoflloiul atmosphero of James 
Bay. AjkI Mr. Walkem wants to place 
him at tho head of matters educational — 
wants to place upon him tho responsi- 
bility of the mental training of all young 
Columbia! Is it possible that Mr. 
Walkem is sincere in his desire to pro- 
perly educate tho youthful mind when ho 
makes suoli a moiiBtroue. suuh a r«pug- 
aunt proposition ? Mr. Elliott — the cor- 
rupt, the incompetent, the untruthful, 
tho ignorant --Minister of Education I 
Fio! fie! shamo upon you, Mr. Walkem 1 
The House expected better things of ono 
so spotless and sincere as you profess to 
bo. It may liuvo beon that tho leader of 
tho Opposition intentionally " put his 
foot into it," or it may have beon that ho 
did not realize tho absurdity of his pro- 
position; for, apart from the question of 
who is and who in uot Provincial Secre- 
tary, it, must at Oliee be apparent that it 
would be improper to ullow the execution 
of duties connected with education to bo 
performed by any official holding prefer- 
ment of a political nature. Wo take it 
that it would be beyond the limits of rea- 
son to expect that uny minister could 
separate bis political inclination from 
duties whioh should only be performed 
by an official of a non political obaracter. 
But, on tho other hand, if we aro mistak- 
en, and such a minister may ono day- 
exist, (perhaps in no less a personage thau 
Mr. Walkem), it would bo u matter of 
impossibility to disabuse tho public 
mind of tho impression that our pubiio 
schools, instead of boing maintained in 
striot retirement from politics, wore made 
use of for tho advancement of party pur- 
poses. From oither standpoint, there- 
fore, tho proposition to merge the two 
offices in a bud ono, aud we can only pre- 
sume that Mr. Walkem arrived ut this 
conclusion, for the amendment offered by 
him was vory quietly withdrawn when' 
tho Houso wont iuto Committee on tho 
Biil. Davy Crockott's advice to "look 
before you leap"is a precaution tho value of 
which, it would seem, oven the astnUi 
loader of tha Opposition does not yet fully 
appreciate, and that it is never too late 
to mood affords us our only consolation in 
connection with this unhappy and ill-ad 
vised politician. But wo do protest strong 
ly against Mr. Jossop, who has provod him- 
solf a worthy and competent o nicer, boing 
made tho target at which tho shafts of 
Mr. Wfllkem's political malevolence arc

— Tho dead- 
lock continues, It is stated Russia is quile 
roady to make considerable modifications 
if it can be shown they are for the general 
good cf the powers£will enter the con- 
gro.is with a dosiro to arrive at durable 
sottlomeut and not simply undo what had 
been dono. It is believed, however, tho 
English government is animatod by n very 
different spirit. 

London^ March 27. — Thu Tlmas in a 
loading oditorial bays the hope that a 
congress will meot has now almost vanish- 
ed. Tho disagreement between tho gov- 
ernment and that of tho Russians Eeorus 
insuperable.

Thcso sanguine 
viows, howovor, confliot with the general 
tenor of news. This correspondent alio 
declares that Austria has not thought of a 
congress without England, nor has such 
an idea beon suggested elsewhere. 

A Paris dispatch says the Gorman Gov- 
ernment is muoh disappointed at the fail- 
ure of tho congress, but thinks negotia- 
tions thorofore may be. successfully re- 
newed. 

Vienna FrUdenblall says Turkey shows 
no disposition to adc the withdrawal of 
the British fk-et though Russia has inti- 
mated that its presouoe causes continuance 
of Russian occupation. A Vienna dis- 
patch says Gocl. Ignatioff, who is person- 
ally unpopular here, has been coldly re- 
ceived.

THIRD SESSION, 

Thursday, March 28. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

HQWJt BOOND TRAIL. 

Mr. Baavou presented a report from the 
Select Committee appointed to inquire 
into the management and manner of con- 
struction of Howu Sun ml trail. The re- 
port states tliat there is n great conflict in 
the evidence taken boforo the oonimittoo 
and requests that tho representatives for 
Lillooet district may bo instructed to re- 
turn to their rospeotivo homes by way of 
the trail. Ordered printed. 

KOOXENAY MArr,. 

Mr. (lalbraith moved that a respectful 
address bo presented to bis honor tho 
Lieut. -Governor, praying that ho will 
reoomraend to tho Dominion Government 
tho abooluto necessity of establishing a 
monthly mail botwoeu Victoria and Koot- 
enay, via Spokane, Washington Territory. 
The hon. gentleman explained the inoon- 
vonionoe experienced by Kooteuay dis- 
trict from lack of irregularity of mail 
communication and hoped that before an- 
other contract was let tho matter would 
recoivo the attention of tho Government 
at Ottawa. 

The motion was postpouod for two days 
bo as tho onable the preparation of it 
relative statemont of cost ui'aSpokano and 
via Okanngau. 

DBSTKUOiieN oy FISH. 

Mr. Williams moved for an addrons to 
tho Dominon Government, nsking tham 
to take stops to prevont Indinns from 
using liah spawn for food; also to pre- 
vent tho uso of nots with unnecessarily 
small meshes whoroby fish are uselessly 
caught and left to rot on tho beaches. Ho 
said that Indians took about 30 tons a year 
of spawn from Esquimalt harbor alone, 
theroby destroying or preventing tho ex- 
istence of conutloss myriads of fish. 

Tho motion passed. 

NANAIMO -WELLINGTON MAIL. 

Mr. Gordon moved that a respectful 
address be presented to His Houor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, requesting him to 
draw the attention of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to tho very great nocossity that 
exists for mail communication between 
tho city of Nanaimoand the town of Wel- 
lington, and that His Honor be requested 
to urge tho early attention of the Dom- 
inion Government thereto, with the object 
of securing mail facilities between two 
important centres of population. Tha 
' hon. gentleman pointed out tho require- 
ments of Wellington, and alluded to tho 
serious iuconvonionco under which tno 
place labors from laok of mail facilities. 

The motion was seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Elliott and passed. 

TELEGRAPH TO CAPE BEALK. 

Mr. Tolmie moved that a respootful 
address be prosentod to His Honor tha 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying His Honor 
to causa application to bo mndo to the 
Domiuion Government for extension of 
telegraphic communication from the Port 
of Victoria to Capo Beale light-house, or 
Boirio moro fitting point at tho ontrance of 
Fuca Strait, whenco, during fog, calm, or 
foul wind, sailing ships bound for any of 
the seaports of 'British Columbia oould 
telegraph for aid of stoam-tugs, and 
wheroby tho commercial interests of the 
Provinco generally would belargoly bene- 
fitted. Tho honorable gentleman stated 
that during tho winter month", when 
strong south-east winds raged, it was im- 

fossiblo for veseols to onter'tho Strait of 
'uca, In other months both calms and 
fogs prevailed, and vossols frequently 
required tho aid of a steam-tug and could 
not send for it. He furthermore learnod 
that the United "States intended to oxtond 
telegraphic communication to <Jap« Flat- 
tery, and if the stop proposed by tho re- 
solution were not taken Puget Sound 
vessels would gain a preferonoo of 
freights ovor vessels in British Colum- 
bian ports, aB it would be known in San 
Franoisno and elsewhere that there would 
bo no delay in sonding to tho Sound for 
tho aid of stoam tugs in caso of calm or 
fog or storm. 
Tho resolution passed. 

BOUNTY ON PANTHERS. 

Mr. Williams moved that it is net ad- 
visable to withdraw the premium for tho 
destruction of wolves and panthers, as 
such withdrawal tends to materially in- 
terfere with tho permanent aud satisfa'o 
tory settlement of bur farming laudB. 
The mover said ho was in favor of re- 
trenchment, but thought for the safety of 
life and property the step taken by tho 
Government was qno in the wrong t|iroo- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that if the reso- 
lution had been wordod so as to make it 
applicable to settled districts ouly ho 
would have been glad to have supported 
it. The Government now had tha matter 
under qonsideration of again offoripg tho 
bounty in thickly settled districts on tho 
Islaud and Mainland. TliGy had not 
■withdrawn tho bounty strictly from mo- 
tives of retrenchment. Last year tho sum 
of over §000 alono had been paid in tho 
district of Nanaimo and representations 
Jjad been niado to the Government that 
largo quantities of wolves' and panthers' 
heads and scalps wore frequently brought 
from Puget Sound to Nanaimo for tho 
Bake of the bounty of $5 each. He did 
not think that in sottled districts {he 
bounty had any effect, because any farmer 
or sportsman would kill a panther or wolf 
•whenever ho had an opportunity regard- 



less of the beunty which had originally 
been offered as some sort of compensation 
for the loss a farmer might sustain from 
the damage done by the wild beast. In 
the month of Foby. last the sum of ?5G5 
had been paid for tho destruction of 
wolves and panthors iaOomox alone, but if 
it had come to tho knowledge of tho Gov- 
ernment that tho animals bad been pois- 
oned hnudrods of milos away from any 
settlement where they eould not possibly 
do any harm. It had therefore boon 
thought advisablo to stop tho bounty, but 
tho resolution were aruondod so as to 
apply only to settled districts the Govern- 
ment would offer no objection to it. 

Mr. Williams Eaid that was all he de- 
sired and tho resolution so amended 
paised. 

COURT FEUS. 

Mr. Ash moved for a roturn of all foes 
and chargeB had and received for their 
own uso and benefit, by ofiicors of tho Su- 
preme Court of the Provinco in Admiral- 
ty cases sinoo Confederation; and also a 
return specifying tho several casos tried 
in tha Admiralty Court during tho siino 
period, and tho several sums of money 
paid in eaoh caso to the Judgo of the said 
Admiralty Court. 

Seconded by Mr.Armstrong and carried. 

LICENSES. 

Mr. Smith introduced a bill to amend 
the Licenso Act, 1875, which was read a 
first time. 

ROCK AND SWAMP. 

Mr. Boaveu moved for a return showing 
tho aorcage in each seotion of land in Vio- 
toria District; tho quantity deducted from 
each section for roads, rock and swamp, 
respectively; and the uamo of tho original 
purohasor theroof. Seconded by Mr. Wal- 
kem and carried. 

ROAD TAX. 

Mr. Ar B strong moved for a return of 
all road tax duo in tho several electoral 
districts. Secondod by Mr. Ash and car- 
ried. 

CONTRACT SYSTEM. 

Mr. Beaven moved whereas tho Provin- 
cial Lagislature on the 20th Dee., 1872, 
affirmed that "All public works in tho 
Province shall bo done by contract when 
practicable," this House is thoreforo of 
opinion that the Government in carrying 
out tha the public works of tho Province 
should have adhered more strictly to the 
torms of tho Public Works Act, 1872. The 
hon. mover said that at no timo had the 
contract system been so ignored as during 
the year 1877. This, ho contonded, was 
in direct violation of an election pledge 
made by tho loader of tho Govorumont. 
Out of 8180.000 expanded on diatrtct 
roads, etc., only 870,000 worth of contract 
work had been performed, and out of that 
some $20,000 was for contracts awarded 
by tho tValkom Government, The hon. 
gentleman then proceeded to quote figures 
and asserted that the Governmont had 
punned a vicious system. 

Mr. Smith said he thought the Govern-" 
menthad performed tho publio works by 
contraot as far as practicable. He believed 
tho resolution was a good one, however, 
and intonded to support it, as ho thought 
tho contract system should be adopted 
whenever possible. 

Mr. Fisher was not sure that contracts 
woro always desirable, and roforrod to 
the New Westminster- Yale road, which 
had bean built almost entirely by Cinna- 
mon employed by tha contractor. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott stated that he novor 
pledged himself to the performance of all 
publio work by contract. Ha had said 
when boforo the oleotors ho would, so 
far as possible, remedy the existing evils 
in tho method of awarding contracts, 
about which thore woro at that time loud 
complaints. Ho believed that so far as 
practicable tho contract system for public 
works was the proper one. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon maintained that 
so far as practicable the Gov- 
ernmont had obsorvod the provi- 
sions of tho Publio Works Act and tho 
resolution of tho Houso. In remote dis- 
tricts it was often found inadvisablo to 
pursue tho contraot systom, as it necessi- 
tated great expense in tho preparation of 
plans and specifications. With reference 
to tho oxisting roads, ho would ask any 
person to contrast their condition now 
with what it was two years ago. It oould 
not bo denied that thoy woro far bettor 
now than at any previous timo. Tho hon 
gentleman thon proceeded to enumerate 
tho various publio highways and trails 
construoted during 1877, and demonstrat- 
ed that the Government had so far as 
praotioable resorted to tho Contract sys- 
tem, but in some instances had exercised 
discretionary power, <vhioh saved much 
useloss expenditure. After commenting 
on tho numorous official blunders perpe- 
trated by bis predecessor in office, ho 
conclndod by moving an amendment to 
tho resolution that this Houso is of opin- 
ion that the Govornmont havo so far as 
possiblo strictly complied with tho provi- 
sions of tho Publio Works Aot and with 
tho resolution of the House in the matter 
of the exeoution of public works, 

Mr. Walkem said the amendment wub 
ono of those whitewashing doouments so 
often proposed by tho Governmont. Tho 
late Government were blamed for lotting 
any work bo done without contract. Of 
course a little latitude had to bo allowed, 
but it was absurd that the Chief CoimniH- 
sionor should havo th« j control of tho ex- 
penditure of 8H0.000. In Esquimalt, 
out of 37000 worth of work only $800 was 
awarded by contract; why was this? It 
was a political mattor, of course. No 
Government can bo free from this accusa- 
tion, but at tho same time tho law should 
be adhored to as near as possible. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said a very largo sum 
of this monoy had been spont on Parson's 
bridge which is en tho only direct road 
from Victoria to Metchosin, and conse- 
quently it had to bo constructed as expe- 
ditiously as possible, 

Mr! Wnlkeni said with refoiouce to 
Quesnolle bridge, mistakes had undoubt- 
edly beau made in its construction aud ho 
was sorry that, as tho Chief Commissiouor 
had said, it was a laughing ctock thoro. 
He' could not blame either tho present or 
tho latp Commissioner for those mistakes. 
Engineers are not always infallible. 

Mr. Evans objeoted to so large au 
amount of work being done in his district 
by day work. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe .paid tho resolution, 
whilo attempting to commit the Houso 
to an endorsemontof the contract system, 
at tho sam» time attempts to censure the 
Chief Commissioner. If hon. gontlomon 
had pointed out any work that could have 
been done cheaper by contract, thoy 
would have had something to work on. 
The Apt' provided that if work can bo 
done better and moro expeditiously by- 
day work it is so to be done. It was well 
known that at timos apiece of work would 
cost far more if done by contraot than if 
done by day work, especially in small 
works. In §attompting to connuro the 
Government the Opposition wore obligod 
I to admit tho very same thing had been 



bone whilo thoy wore in offioo. The lead- 
er of the Opposition had tried to impress 
on the House that the Act was passod be- 
oauso he expended 8300 or 8100 by day 
■work in Victoria. It was not, however, 
only ou account of Victoria, but on ac- 
oouDt of tho syMeni throughout the 
country. Immediately after the passing 
of tho Aot $8,000 was voted for 
Cowichan, ono thousand dollars of which 
was, however, spent on Salt Spring islnnd, 
and out of tho 87,000 spont in Cowichan 
proper not ono dollar's worth of work was 
douo by contraot, notwithstanding that 
tho act at that timo must havo boon fresh 
in tho memory of the hon. gentleman. 
He was perfectly in favor of doing work 
by contract, but at times it would cost far 
moro than by day work. He remembered 
once seeing a largo flaming advert iseinent 
iu tho Standard offering 8100 reward for 
anyone who would discover, mark out and 
blaze a road from Goldstroam toCowiehan. 
What was tho result of this? Why that 
very road was condemned by tho then 
Chief Commissiouor (Mr. Boaven) and ho 
was mado the laughing stock of tho whole 
of Cowichan, as ho still is whenever that 
oiroumstance is mentioned. Thore was 
no doubt that this was done for a political 
purpose . Tho Government woro strongly 
in favor of tho contract system and thoy 
wishod to roafiirm this by tho amendment 
proposed. 

Mr. W. Brown ontirely agreed with tho 
original motion and spoke at some length 
on the Howe Sound trail, which ho said 
hud beon built by political friends of the 
Chief Commissiouor of Lands and Works. 

Mr. Humphreys then followed with one 
of his characteristic speochos, in which 
ho strongly attacked each member of the 
Government. Tho contract system was, 
ho considered, a failure, aud tho Chief 
Commissioner should have explained that 
ho had evaded the Act iu tha public in- 
terest. Tho resolution moved was a most 
serious one, us it was undoubtedly a cen- 
sure ou tho Ooveruiueut. The contract 
system was a failure because tho con- 
tractors novor adhored to the specitica- 
tiotis. It was tho duty of tho Chief Com- 
missioner to see that proper and fit 
porsons woro employed in his oflico, us of 
course thoy were virtually responsible, 
and he was certain that sinco Mr. Trutch 
was there thore hud not been a thoroughly 
competent person in tho office, and he 
was crodibly informed by an onginoor 
that tha present Surveyor General never 
saw a theodilite till he went out with him. 
(A Voice— Who appointed him V) Oh! 
I have nothing to do with that. In con- 
sequence of tho Lands and Works not 
having a skilled person in that office, in 
ono year thoro had boon a loss of over 
800,000 in thut ono department, and 
though not blaming tho present Govorn- 
mont for that gentleman's appointment, 
ho blamed them for keeping him there 
when tbay know him to be incompetent. 
Ho did not wish to,bo sevbro on that gen- 
tleman, for ho know him to bo a most 
estimnblo geutlomnu, but bolieved bo 
would do bettor in some other positiou. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon roso to defend tho 
unwarrantablo attack mado ou tho Sur- 
voyor General, but was called to ordor by 
Mr. Speaker. 

• The debate was thon adjourned to ona- 
ble tho Dyking Bill to bo reported" ou. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid on the table a ro- 
turn of correspondence relating to the ap- 
pointment of a Royal Commission. 

DYKING BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved tho following 

ns an addition to clause 33: — "And all 
monies which shall becomo payable under 
the* provisions of this act, to tho said E. 
L. Derby shall on notice of any amount 
having been awarded as damages againBt 
tho said E. L. Derby for any injury done 
by him to tho property of any person or 
persons in tho courso of prosecuting tho 
said work be chargod as a first chargo 
with tho amount m awarded in tho hands 
of tho porson or persons liable to pay tho 
samo up to and until such monies shall 
havo boon paid by the party or parties 
liable to pay tho same. And any lands to 
which he may become entitled under the 
provisions of this act shall bo in like 
manner charged in tho hands of the said 
E. L. Derby or his assigns with such 
amount or amounts as shall bo so award- 
ed." 

Aftor some debate, aud as it appeared 
tho goneral wish of tho House, tho hon. 
gentloman withdrew his amendment. 

Tho bill was then read a third timo and 
passed. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
to-morrow.
